George Deplores 
Congress’ Stand 
On Farm Reliet 


Washington, July 5.—(Special.)— 
Expressing regret that congress had 
failed to pass vitally necessary farm | 
relief legislation, Senator George in 
a statement issued today said the only 
hope for farm legislation is in the elec- 
tion of a democratic congress. 

“The present administration,” he 
declared, “entirely failed to sense the 
needs of the farmers, and the only 
hope for farm legislation is in the 
election of a democratic congress, com- 
mitted to the sound democratic tariff 
doctrine and to the Robinson bill, or 
some such measure carrying an ap- 
propriation large enough for the fi- 
nancing and marketing of all of our 
agricultural crops in times of emer- 
gency such as now exist.” 

Voted for Bill. 

Senator George pointed ont that 
he and Senator Harris had both voted 
for the bill presented by Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, democratic 
floor leader, which had been intro- 
duced after consultation among many 
leading democrats in the senate. 

When this failed, Senator George 
pointed out that he voted for the 
Fess bill which Senator Harris also 
supported, although he believed the 
amount carried in that measure was 
entirely inadequate. The Fess bill 


carried an appropriation of only 
$100.000,000, 
“The Robinson bill provided, an 


appropriation of $200,000,000 which 
might be increased to a billion dol- 
lars for the marketing of all farm 
products, including tobaceo and pea- 
nuts, two crops in which the farmers 
of Georgia are now vitally interest-. 
ed,” George said. 

“This bil had the support of the 
great majority of the democrats in the 
senate and in my opinion would have 
been promptly accepted by the house 
if» the democrats in the senate could 
have succeeded in passing it, and its 
passage would have* brought immedi- 
ate and material relief to all farmers.”

That the anti-saloon peeple are 
“dodging’’ in the rofeadia® in New 
York and Illinois as to whether the 
voters of those states do or do not 
desire modifications of the Volstead 
act, is the charge that penetrated the 
hide of the bishop. He protests that he 
has “never learned the art of dodg- 
ing,’ but admits that he framed for 
the Anti-Saloon: League of America 
the proclamation that “Ig advises its 
eonstituency in all the states actively 
to oppose the “holding of, and to ab- 
stain from participating in, any such 
referendum.” But, if the bishop should 
wish to have his constituency “dodge’’ 
a referendum, how differently from 
that last sentence would he advise 
them?

While the cotton flea is causing 
much concern among farmers of the 
northern half of Georgia and in a few 
counties in south Georgia, «effective 
means of dealing with the pest ate 
being employed under the direction of 
the state agriculttiral department. 

BE. C. Westbrook, cotton and tobacco. 
specialist, of the Georgia State Col- 
lege, of Agriculture, at Athens, re- 
cently issued a bulletin in which he 
pointed out that many statements re- 
garding controi of the flea were mis- 
leading. ° 

“Farmers are likely to become dis- 
couraged ‘when they make an applica- 
tion of sulphur and can still see a 
large number of the fleas and flea 
damage on the cotton,” Mr. Westbrook 
said. “The sulphur is slow in acting, 
and noticeable control cannot be seen 
until a day or two after the second ap- 
plication is made, and decided control 
will not be obtained until after the 
third application is made, 7 

“During the last two weeks the 
demand for sulphur has been so great 
that various grades and brands are 
being offered for sale, The effective- 
ness of some of these cannot be 
vouched for. The grades recommended 
are ‘flowers of sulphur’ and ‘superfine 
sulphur,’ and farmers should be care- 
ful to see that they obtain one of the

Suzanne 
Lenglen could play if she had to 
trade her white silk dress of knee 
length tendencies for bloomers and 
blouse. . 
Playing American Games. 

“You can show good form without 
disclosing your forms,’’ is all that the 
morality commission deigns to answer. 

The action of the federation was in- 
evitable ever since the war, and since 
French women have gone in heavily 
for sports. They have taken up the 
American game of basketball. They 
have gone in for soceer and rugby and 
they run cross-country races in mobs.

Fellow Countrymei: We meet to 
celebrate the birthd:y of America.

Although we know 
in the case of the radividual that it 
has been an infinite repetition reach- 
ing back beyond our visioa, that only 
makes it the more wonderful. But 
how our interest and wonder increase 
when we behold the miracle of the 
birth of a new nation. It is to pay 
our tribute of reverence and respect 
to those who participated in such a 
mighty event that we annually ob- 
serve the 4th day of July. Whatever

‘iby the news which went out from this 


city on that summer day in 1776, 
there can be no doubt as to the esti- 
mate which is now placed ypon it. 
At the end of 150 years the four cor- 
ners of the earth unite in coming to 
Philadelphia as‘“to a holy shrine in 
grateful acknowledgment of a_  serv- 
ice so great, which a few inspired-men 
here rendered ‘o hu.nanity, that it is 
still the preeminent support of free 


goverament throughout the world. 


Although a century and a half meas- 


ured_in comparison with the length of 
human experience is but a short time, 
yet measured in the life of govern- 
ments and nations it ranks as a very 
respectable period. Certainly enough 
time has elapsed to demonstrate with 
a great deal of thoroughness the value 
of our institutions and their dependa- 
bility as rules for the regulation of hu- 
maa conduct and the advancement of 
civilization. They have been in exis- 
tence long enough to become very well 
seasoned.. They have met, and met- 
successfully, the test of experience. 


It is not so much thea for the pur- 
pose of undertaking to proclaim new 
theories aad principles that this an- 
nual celebration is maintained, but 
rather to reaffirm and _ reestablish 
those old theories and principles which 
time and the unerring logic of events 
have demonstrated to be sound. Amid 
all the clash of conflicting interests, 
amid all the welter of partisan poli- 
ti¢s, every American can turn for sol- 
ace and consolation to the Declaration 
of Independence and the constitutioa 
of the United States with the assu- 
rance and confidence that those two 
great charters of freedom and justice 
remain firm and washaken.  What- 
ever perils a,pear, whatever dangers 
threaten, the nation remains secure in. 
the knowledge that the ultimate appli- 
cation of the law of the land will 

ovide an adequate defense a‘ad pro- 
téction. 

It ig little wonder that ‘people at 
home and abroad consider Indepen- 
dence hall as hallowed ground and 
revere the liberty bell as a sacred 
relic. That pile of bricks and mor- 
tar, that mass of metal, might appear 
to the uninstructed as only the out- 
grown meeting place and the shat- 
tered bell of a former time, useless 
now because of more modern conveni- 
ences, but to those who knew they

While its 
members did not fail to exercise a re- 
markable leadership, they were equally 
observant of their representative ca- 
pacity. ‘They were industrious in en- 
eouraging their constituents to in- 
struct them to support fradependence, 
But unt!l such instructions were given 
they were inclined to withhold action. 

While North Carolina has the hon- 
or of first authorizing its delegates to 
concur with other cylonies in declar- 
ing independence, it was quickly fol- 
lowed by South Carolina and Georgia, 
which also gave general instructions 
broad enough to faclude such action, 
But the. first instructions which a4 
conditionally directed.its delegates to 
declare for independence came from 
the *zreat commonwealth of Virginia. 
These were immediate] followed by 
Rhode -Isl-nd aad Massachusetts, 
while the other colonies, with the ex- 
ception of New York,.soon adopted a 
like course. .«:. * 

The idea’that the people have a 
right 1> choose their own rulers was 
not new in political history. It was 
the foundation of every popular at- 
tempt to depose an undesirable king. 
This right was set out with a good 
deal of detail by the Dutch when as 
early as July 26, 1581, they declared 
their iadependence of Philip of Spain. 
In their-long struggle with the Stuarts 
the Britjsh people as the same 
principles, which finaly _eulminated 
in the bill of rights deposing the last 
of that house and placing William and 
Mary on the throne. In each of these 
eases sovereignty through divine right 
was displaced by sovereignty through 
the consent of the people. Running 
through the same documents, though 
expressed in different terms, is the 
clear inference of raalienable rights. 
But we should search these charters in 
vain for an assertion of the doctrine 
of equality. This principle had not 
before appeared as an official po- 
litical declaration of any nation. It 
was profoundly revolutionary. It is 
one of the cornerstones of American 
institutions. . . » 

Placing every man an a plane where 
he acknowledged no superiors, where 
no one possessed any right to rule 
over him, he must inevitably choose 
his own rulers through a system of 
self-government. This was . their 
theory of democracy. In those days 
such doctrines would scarcely have 
been permitted to flourish and spread 
in any other country. This was the 


n order that they might have free- 
dom to express these thoughts and 
opportunity to put them into action, 
whole congregations with their pas- 
tors had migrated to the colonies. 
These great truths were in the air 
that our people breathed. ‘Whatever 
else we may say of it, the declaration 
of independence was profoundly Amer- 
1can. e * 

Under a system of popular govern- 
ment there will always be those who 
will seek for political preferment by 
clamoring for reform. While there is 
very little of this which is not sin- 
cere, there is a large portion that is 
not well informed. In my opinion 
very little of just criticism can at- 
tach to.the theories- and © principles 
of our institutions. There is: far 
more danger of harm than there is 
hope of good in any radieal changes. 
We do need a better understandivg 
and comprehension of them and a bet- 
ter knowledge of the foundations of 
government in general. Our fore- 
fathers came to certain conclusions 
and decided upon certain courses 0 
action which have been a great bless- 
ing to the world. Before we can un- 
derstand their ¢onclusions we must 
go back. and review the course which 
they followed., We must think the| 
thoughts which they thought. Their 
intellectual life centered .around the 
meeting house. They were inteat up- 
on religious worship. While there 
were always among them men of deep 
learning, and later those who had 
comparatively large possessions, the 
mind of the people was not so much 
engrossed in how much they knew, 
or how much they had, as in how 
they were going to live. While 
scantily provided with other litera- 
ture, there was a wide acquaintance 
with the Scriptures. Over a period 
as great. as that which measures the 
existence of our independence they 
were subject to this discipline not 
only in their religious life and educa- 
tional training, but also in their po- 
litical thought. They were a people 
who came under the influence of a 
great spiritual development and ac- 
quired a great moral power. 

No other theory is adequate to’ ex- 
plain or comprehend the declaration 
of independence. It is" the product 
of the spiritual insight of the people, 
We live in an age of science and of 
abounding accumulation of material 
things... These did not create our 
declaration. Our. declaration created 
them. The things ofthe spirit come 
first. Unless we cling to that, all 
our material prosperity, overwhelm- 
ing though it may appear, will turn 
to a barren scepter in our grasp. 
we are to maintain the great heritage 
which has been bequeathed to us, 
we must be like-minded as the fathers 
who created it. We must not sink 
into a pagan materialism. We must 
cultivate the reverence which they’ 
had for the things that are holy. 
We must follow the spiritual. and 
moral leadership which they showed.

of the Evangelical Ministers’ associa- 
tion of Atlanta @ 

“1—-Bear our testimony to the ne- 
cessity of the Sabbath day and its 
proper observance to the vitality of 
Christian civilization. 

“2—We call upon all. people in pub- 
‘lic and private life to join in the pur- 
pose to, preserve this boon to labor, 
this benediction to the home, this 
badge. of Christian civilization and 
source of power and refreshment to 
all life. 

“3——Whereas, there is in our city 
and vicinity a rapidly-increasing num- 
ber of enterprises, both privately 
owned and city controlled, catering on 
Sundays to the nonessentials of life 
and the recreational proclivities of 
our people, and 

“Whereas, the operation of these 
enterprises on Sunday constitutes 
lation of the law of our state which 
in section 416 of the Georgia code of 
1911 provides: ‘Any person who shall 
pursue his business, or the work of 
his ordinary calling, on the Lord’s day, 
works of necessity or charity only ex- 
cepted, shall be guilty of a misde-

“Whereas, in addition to the viola- 
tion of the civil and secular law, these

“First—That we reaffirm the fes- 
olutions adopted by this associstion in 
January, 1926, as follows: ‘Recog- 
nizing that one day’s rest out -f seven 
is essential; that by commandment 
and example God has emphasized the 
proper observance of this day of rest; 
and that it is reasonable, scriptural

' “General Andrews certainly has to 
believe, either that the Anti-Saloon 
league has deliberately withheld the 
cooperation which he needs to. get 
through ys gee or that the league’s 
control of the votes of approximately 
representatives and - senators 
a myth. 
“If congress is as ‘dry’ as the league 
would have us believe, the Goff bill 
would have passed. That it did not 
pass probably indicates that the drys 
cannot boast of even a bare majority 
in the senate und the house. 

“The Association Against the Prohi- 
bition Amendment regrets that General 
Andrews is thinking of giving up his 
post. So long as we have prohibi- 
toin laws upon the statute books, he 
is the sort of man who should be 
in cha e of their. administration. 
During his tenure of office the citi- 
zens of this country have been able 
to feel that the head of the prohi- 
bition sonnel, at least, has been 
actuat by, honesty and sincerity of
